Borough of Great Britain, to concern himself in 
the Election of Members to serve for the Com- 
mons in Parliament, except only any Peer of 
Treland, at such Elections in Great Britain 
respectively where such Peer shall appear as a 
Candidate, or by himself, or any others, be 
proposed to be elected; or for any Lord Lieu- 
tenant or Governor of any County to avail him- 
self of any authority derived from his Commis- 
sion, to influence the Elcction of any Member to 
serve for the Commons in Parliament. 

Resolved, That if it shall appear that any 
person hath been elected or returned a Member 
of this House, or endeavoured so to be, by 
Bribery, or any other corrupt practices, this 
House will proceed with the utmost severity 
against all such persons as shall have been 
wilfully concerned in such Bribery or other 
corrupt practices. 


Resolved, That if it shall appear that any 
person hath been tampering with any Witness, 
in respect of his evidence to be given to this 
House, or any Committee thereof, or directly or 
indirectly hath endeavoured to deter or hinder 
any person from appearing or giving evidence, 
the same is declared to be a high crime and _mis- 
demeanor; and this House will proceed with the 
utmost severity against such offender. 

Resolved, That if it shall appear that any 
erson hath given false evidence in any case 
efore this House, or any Committee thereof, 

this House will proceed with the utmost severity 
against such offender. 


Ordered, That the Commissioners of the 
Police of the Metropolis do take care that, 
during the Session of Parliament, the passages 
through the Streets leading to this House be 
kept free and open, and that no obstruction be 
permitted to hinder the passage of Members to 
and from this House, and that no disorder be 
allowed in Westminster Hall, or in the passages 
leading to this House, during the sitting of 
Parliament, and that there be no annoyance 
therein or thereabouts; and that the Serjeant- 
at-Arms attending this House do communicate 
this Order to the Commissioners aforesaid. 


Ordered, That the Votes and Proceedings of 
this House be printed, being first perused by 
Mr. Speaker ; and that he do appoint the print- 
ing thereof; and that no person but such as he 
shall appoint do presume to print the same. 


Ordered, That a Committee of Privileges be 
appointed.

My Officers, in conjunction with those of the 
Emperor of Russia, have completed the demarca- 
tion of the Afghan boundary in conformity with 
the terms of the Convention of last year. I 
trust that the work which has thus been brought 
to a conclusion may tend to remove the possi- 
bility of misunderstanding between the two 
Powers-in regard to their Asiatic possessions. 

Animated by a desire to prevent the effusion 
of blood, I despatched a Mission to the King of 
Abyssinia, with the hope of dissuading him from 
engaging in a war with Italy. I deeply regret 
that My efforts have not been successful. 

The deliberations of the Conference assembled 
at Washington to adjust questions which have 
arisen between the Dominion of Canada and the 
United States are still in progress. ; 

The negotiations which were commenced in 
1885 with respect to the regulation of the Suez 
Canal have been brought to a conclusion so far 
as points of difference between Myself and the 
French Republic are concerned. 

I have also entered into an Agreement with 
the French Republic for the protection of life 
and property in the group of the New Hebrides 
by a Joint Naval Commission.

I commend the in- 
terests of that great industry to your attentive 
care, in the hope that means may be discovered 
for enabling it to meet more effectively the diffi- 
culties under which it labours.

persons, tenants of farms situate in divers parts 
of Ireland, not to fulfil their legal obligations, to 
wit, to refuse to pay to the owners of such farms 
the rents which they the said tenants were and 
might become lawfully bound to pay, and which 


lawfully entitled to be paid; and, under the 2nd, 
of said Orders, of inciting persons unlawfully to 
take part in a Criminal Conspiracy, stated in the 
same terms. Upon each of these convictions 
Orders were made that Mr. Dillon should be 
imprisoned for six months without hard labour, 
the sentences to run concurrently. 

Mr. Dillon appeared in due course before me 
this day at the Quarter Sessions held at Dundalk, 
in the said county, when, upon hearing the evi- 
dence and what was advanced by Mr. Dillon in 
his defence, I affirmed the conviction and the 
sentence in each case.
